There are , 
all sorts of gradations in material and 
design. 


For the street, mads caps of beaver- j 


cloth, velvet satin, 
plush, many of 


them fur-trimmed, 
are 
fascinating j 


from tlie standpoint of becomlngneBB ! 
and mo«t comfortable for wlr.ter wear. ! 
At present, at leatt four caps ar« re- ( 
quired for wear during each. 34 hours. 
The frena, dainty breakfast cap. the 
cap for out-of-doors,

evening cap and the simple and use- 
ful sleeping cap. Besides these, there 
are sweeping caps, plain and easily 
laundered, which are necessities and 
not luxuries, and occasion comes lor 
their use.
